,s-here not protected by shade of the 
foliage, especially whore the plants Ho 
under direct rays, of the sun. Tho 
in- 


jury, is described as looking 
like a 
blister on the side of the fruit 
ex- 


posed to' tho sun. Tho surface of the 
blister is not raised but is 
sunken 
and the whole lesion Is whiter than 
the normal green of tho fruit. Some 
have expressed the Injury as looking 
to them like a "frost bite." 
The foliage for tho most part 
Is 


still healthy and fruit remaining may 
ripen In the usual manner. 
Tho in- 


jured (rult need not bo thrown away 
but may be used for making green 
pickles or preserving, provided the In- 
jured portion is discarded 
and 
the 


fruit used at once. Decay often follows 
sun scald, hence prompt uao 
of 
in- 


jured materials will be a great savtnff. 


Blossom End Rot of 
Tomato. 
We 
have seen many tomatoes which are 
showing hard brown or black areas at 
tlvj blossom ond. This Injury Is known 
under the name of "blossom end rot" 
and though tlio cause is much disputed 
it Is usually attributed to dry weath- 
er since it is more .prevalent at 
such 
seasons. The growers of 
greenhouse 


tomatoes say that they can largely 
control and prevent. It by giving tho 
plants sufficient water. 
The'affected fruits need not bo dis- 
carded but may be used for pickles, 
remembering of course to discard tho 
dlceased portion. 
Often tomatoes so 


affected will ripen .on the 
vine 
but 


usually bacteria get into the 
Injured 
portion and nonipleto 
decay 
results, 


hence It is not safe to leave the fruit 
on vines very.long 
after 
Injury

Potato Disorders. 
\Ve 
are 
often 


called to examine potato patches for 
late blight. 
In most 
instances, the 


alarm was caused by. some 
of. the 
lower leaves turning brown, or even 
the top ones, and the 
whole 
plant 
looking sickly. 
This disorder is very 


common in dry seasons and is 
called 
"tip burn" because the tips of leaves 
are the -first to turn brown. 
The cause of such burning. Is the 


failure ot the roots to 
provide 
tho 


quantity of moisture needed 
by 
the 
le-ives. The season has been such as 
' lo caupo a, great amount of this tip 
burn just now. 
Perhaps the 
Injury 


would not have been so bad If mois- 
ture had been less plentiful during the 
early part of tho season or if

had'been borne rain 
distributed

plants needed It 
As It was, foots 
grew near the surface of the soli since 
moisture was plentiful ,when the seed 
was planted. Now all tho moisture lies 
deep and the roots have not

A short distance to the north, be- 
tween St. "Laurent an<l Lens, tho en- 
emy recovered a- portion of a line of 
reserve 
trench,

which lessened for the moment our 
pressure from the north.

How many Americans might be af- 
feoteS la not known here, but there 
are believed to be in
